EN. SIBLEY DIES 


IN ARMY HOSPITAL. 


(SY A DAY WIRE.) 
ROCKFORD (TIL) Feb. 18.—Brig.- 
Gen. Frederick W. Sibley, for many 


years a brilliant cavalry officer who 
took part in Indian campaigns un- 


der Gen. Crook and served in the 


Spanish-American War, is dead at 
the base hospital at Camp Grant. 


Death was due to pernicious 
anemia. Gen. Sibley, who at one 
time was commandant at Weet 
Point, came to Camp Grant from the 
Mayo hospital at Rochester, where 
he had undergone treatment. 

Gen. Sibley was 66 vears old and 


was brevetted “for gallantry in ac- 


tion” in the Little Big Horn in 1876 
and again “for distinguished gal- 
lantry against Crazy Horses camp 
on Powder River, Mont.”

CONDITIONS GET WORSE. 


“When Trotsky and Lenine came 
into power, conditions became worse. 
They sueceeded because they were 
better talkers than the others. and 
because Kerensky had promised ev- 
erything he could think of to keep 
the mobs quiet. The bread ration 
was half a pound a day, three exes 
and a pound of butter a month. and 
one could only draw 100 rubles from 
the bank at one time. 

“When things became so bad that 
it was dangerous to remain, partic- 
ulagly if one had a family. twenty 
other Americans, and myself, ap- 
plied tc the American Consul in Mos- 
cow for accommodations and pass- 
ports out of the country. He finally 
secured a car for us end on Decem- 
ber 11, we left. 

“We first went to Voldago. where 
we connected with the transconti- 
nental train. While there. a few 
members of the party went sight- 
seeing, and as there was no regular 
train schedule the train left with- 
out them.

SEE BOLSHEVIK RIOT. 

“At Irkutsk, we saw a Tricot among 
the Bolshevik troops, which Tée- 
sulted in the death of twelve sol 
diers. It took place in the station 
while we were waiting to depart. 

“At the “town of Manchuria, on 
the border between Russia and 
China, the Chinese and Russian sol- 
diers clashed when the Chinese 
made them leave the train. In this 
fight eleven Russian and eight 
Chinese were Killed.“ 

That Russia will eventually work 
out her destin? is the belief cf Mr. 
Rosemire. 

“The Siberian and southern parts 
of Russia will undoubtedly establish 
some kind ef a government, as they 
are not absolutely illiterate. Of the 
northern part there is little hope of 
the people doing anything but fight 
among themselves. The government 
now in power cannct remain. I be- 
lieve that Trotzky and Lenine af 
honest enough, but they are . 
low. They represent the Bolshevikt 
or the masses, and while imperiaiiem 
will never return to Russia, yet men 
of more brains and calmer. heads 
must come into power before there 
is any chance of Russia again being 
a powerful nation. 

"After things are settied there 
will be a wonderful chance fcr 
American brains and capital. Few 
people realize the Valve of Russian 
resources in agriculture and mining,

The government agent, who ar- 
rived in Los Angeles recently on an 
inspection tour, revealed for the 
first time that automobile bendits 
last week had looted the county 
magazine, carrying off several hun- 
dreds of pounds of explosives. 

Griffith, addressing the Super- 
visors, laid the blame for the theft 
at the door of negligent county of- 
figials and declared that if he could 
by any possibility fix the responsi- 
bility he would commence prosecu- 


tions at once.

It ie the opinion of thoughtful and pa- 
triotic citizens that the initiative, the ref- 
erendum and the recall have failed 0 
achieve any good and are pregnant with 
possibilities of mischief and should be tak- 
en out of the State Constitution. ? 

The referendum gives the voters of the 
State the power to vote out of the statutes 
a law which the Legislature refused or 
‘neglected to repeal. The initiative gives 
to the voters the power (0 vote into the 
statutes a law which the Legislature re- 
fused or neglected to pass. The recall 
gives to the voters the power—by recalling 
judges—to reserve any judgment that the 
Supreme Court might give, declaring un- 
constitutional an initiative enactment or a 
referendum repeal. 

Combined they constitute an abolition of 
responsible representative government and 
the substitution of mob rule. That they 
have not wrought the mischief of which 
they are capable “ due in part to the intel 
ligence and in part to the indifference of 
the voters of California. The taxpayers 
have had a taste of the evils inflicted by 
legislators who aided to place these fads of 
Socialism in the State Constitution, and it 
is most probable that their removal from 
our organic law will be voted by a larger 
majority than that which procured their 


adoption.

OLLOWING is Mayor Wood- 
man's patriotic message den- 
ered to the Council yesterday, 
after which, by unanimous vote, 
resciutions were adopted for the 
purpose of suppressing the publicr- 
tion of allen-enemy newspapers in 


“It has come te my attention that 
there ts being discussed before you 
@ resolution to restrain the publica- 
tion of periodicals in the German 
language, and to insist that every 
periodical, every business, and ev- 
ery person come out in no un 
equivocal manner for Americanism 
and all that it stahde for. 

I do not think that this is a ques- 
tion that ought to be debated for 
a moment. There should be no 
hesitation on the part of the Coun- 
ell to insist, in no uncertain terme, 
that any act, any speech or any lan- 
guage that savors of pro-Germanism, 
or detracts in the slightest degree 
from the objects which this nation 
has now confrontifig it. would 
severely dealt with. 

WE ARE AT WAR. 


“We as a nation are at war. And 
it ie well during these times of atrife. 
of intense suffering upon the battle 
front, when all that is best of Ameri- 
can citizenship is bending ite whole 
energies toward the suppression of 
the very thing we are discussing 
here. that we, too, let the world 
know that Lee Angeles will not 
countenance any seditious act. or the 
publication of any pericdical that 
| does not stand absolutely and un 
equivocally for America. — 

“We should not permit the pub- 
lication of any periodical in the lan- 
guage of an enemy country. Every 
American citizen, before he becomes 
an American citizen, must know and 
read the FUnglian language. Our 
courts preseribe that every legal 
document must be in the English 
language, and I would urge upon you 
immediate action of such a nature 
that would inform the government 
of the United States exactly where 
Los Angeles stands. : 

“The cost of conducting the affairs 
of th nation, since its birth to the 
declaration of war with Germany, 
was $26,300,000,000. Last year the 
cost of the war was $19,000,000,000; 
and it is estimated that for 1918 the 
cost will exceed $25,000,000,000, and 
you cannct estimate the cost in hu- 
man life. That awful burden rests 
upon the American people and our 
national government.
